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racial inequality persists, Black speech will flourish in Britain, too, as a symbol of a 
separate Black identity.

This book analyses the career of the concept of multiculturalism and the policies 
which have been associated with that concept in Australia. The central task is the 
development of a theoretical framework which has the power to generate under- 
standings of such critical issues as the role of the state in shaping multiculturalism 
and the use of multiculturalism as an instrument of social control. Beginning with a 
systematic examination of the history of Australian immigration policies from 1945 to 
1972, the book then proceeds to a more detailed analysis of the emergence and 
institutionalization of the concept of multiculturalism in the 1970s and 1980s. There 
follows a series of case studies in media, education and the law which illustrate 
dilemmas operating in the conceptualization and policy implementation of multicul- 
turalism.
